BAIL REFUSED. 


Frank Fray Taken Before 
Judge Thompson. 


SCENE IN THE COURT ROOM. 


The Formal Examination to Be 
Held on Saturday—Jenkens’ 
Suspicions. 


In tho dingy little coartroom at New- 
hall, where Justice of the Peace Thomp­ 
son attends to the administration of the 
law for that community, another act in 
'he Frank Fray drama was successfully 
performed yesterday. 
Early in the 
morning Constable George Magee, who 
bad trailed the fugitive to this city, ap­ 
peared at the county jail and demanded 
his prisoner. Fray had boasted the day 
previous that he would not submit to be 
taken handcuffed to Newhall, but he 
seemed to have realized that bravado 
was useless, and held up his hands 
meekly enough for the iron embrace 
awaiting him. He was the subject of 
much comment during his journey to 
the depot, and while seated in the train 
the news went around of his presence, 
and the curious thronged to gaze at him 
as he sat with a scornful smile on his 
face, as if the whole thing was a jest 
some one was practicing on him 
Curiously enough, the train which con 
veyed him to Newhall had hardly pulled 
out of the San Feruando-street depot 
when Rony Crane, the man whose home 
Fray had destroyed, put in an appear­ 
ance on Spring street, unconscious that 
his enemy had departed. Rony had rid­ 
den down from Newhall, and for a man 
who had been in tbe saddle almost inces­ 
santly, day and night, for 100 hours bore 
up wonderfully well, though this was 
doubtless due to the great mental excite­ 
ment under which he was laboring. 
When he heard that, Fray had been 
taken to Newhall he at once decided to 
return to that place, and in company with 
a Herald man boarded the 12:45 i*. m. 
train, and was soon speeding toward his 
destination. 
ON ARRIVING AT NEWHALL, 
The Main street was deserted, but there 
was enough animation in Spnice street, 
at its rear, to compensate, for on that 
narrow’ thoroughfare is situated the hall 
of justice. A group of men wai congre- 
g4ted about it, swarming in and out on 
the little veranda, and among them 
could be seen the black-coated form of 
Mr. Wm. Crawford, who had come up 
in the interests of Fray. On a small 
bench inside sat the prisoner, looking 
rather serious,for some one had said that 
Rony Crane had arrived, hut he forced a 
ghastly smile and attempted to appear at 
case, though it was evident by his 
twitching fingers that he w*as moitally 
afraid lest some*bins 
down on the 
programme should occur. It is rather 
remarkable that individuals of this de­ 
scription always have a suit of demure 
black on hand in which to array them­ 
selves at affairs of this kind, and Fray 
was no exception to the rnle, for by 
his attire one would imagine that he was 
going to church, though the glittering 
bracelets on his wrists would certainly 
have been a little out of order. When 
Crane entered the room a sudden pallor, 
overspread his features, but Rony did 
not deign to notice him and sat down in 
a chair directly opposite tbe prisoner so 
that he could closely discern him and 
all his movements. Constable Magee 
stood leaning carelessly against the wall 
and Justice Thompson at a little table on 
which was scattered a few lawbooks, 
looked as if he were anxious that the 
examination should begin. 
"Is everything ready,” said the Jus­ 
tice, and Mr. Crawford answering in the 
affirmative, Constable Magee returned 
the warrant, which was read to the 
prisoner, who attempted, though failing­ 
ly, to look unconcerned at this proce­ 
dure. 
“Are you ready for the examination 
said Judge Thompson, after the last 
word of the official document had re 
sounded. 
“ We are,” replied Mr. Crawford. 
“But I am not,” said Rony. “I want 
to have my witnesses here and as they 
are scattered all over the country it will 
l)e some days before they can all be noti­ 
fied.” 
A short legal discussion followed be­ 
tween the Judge and Mr. Crawford, dar­ 
ing which Fray winked at a friend in the 
doorway, as much as to say that he had 
got some one there who could get him 
out of the scrape. This did not prove to 
be the case, however, for the judge, af­ 
ter taking Crane’s affidavit as to his re­ 
quiring witnesses, set the date for the ex­ 
amination for Monday next, which de­ 
cision he subsequently, at the request of 
both parties.changed to Saturday,August 
4th at 11 a . m. 
What is the amount of bail ?” asked 
Mr. Crawford. 
No bail at all,” was the response from 
the Judge. 
“But this is not a murder charge, it is 
a bailable offense,” replied the attorney. 
“No bail will be allowed,” repeated 
the 
Judge 
in 
a 
firm 
voice, 
and then remembering how Fray 
had surrendered himself because ho was 
scared of being mobbed, he continued: 
“I guess he is not very anxious to be 
about, anyhow ?” 
An attempt was made by the defense 
to ascertain what witnesses Crane in­ 
tended to produce, but the legal bluff did 
not work, for Magee promptly spoke up 
aud stopped Crane, wno imagining that 
it was necessary, had started to give the 
names of those be intended to suhptuna. 
The next thing was as regards Fray’s 
commitment, and here another discus­ 
sion arose in which Judge Thompson 
snowed that he fully understood what 
had to be done, in spite of Mr. Craw­ 
ford's remark of a probable attempt to 
habeas corpus the prisoner. And so the 
matter was settled and Magee again 
took charge of his prisoner, upon which 
the Court rose and the day's proceedings 
were ended. 
WAITING FOR THE TRAIN. 
As it wanted a couple of hours ere the 
train arrived to convey Fray hack to 
prison that individual was confined in 
the court room and the interested specta­ 
tors proceeded in groups of twoand three, 
scattered along the walk, to discuss the 
situation. Fray’s record was naturally 
the subject of conversation and it was 
easy to Bee the position in which he 
stood for scarce a one had a word to siv 
in his favor. It may be said that it is 


easy to hit a man when he is down, but 
this is scarcely the case regarding a 
prisoner for as a rule the sympathy i.* 
with tbe accused. This was' an excep­ 
tional case however for two good reasons, 
Crane’s popularity and the general an­ 
tipathy to Fray. 
It was rather amusing 
to witness the efforts of the represents 
live of a morning contemporary which 
having been “ecooped” by the H e r a l d 
on the whole affair was naturally anxious 
to decry it and make matters look tho 
other way if possible. It was rather hard 
work,though. 
“Fray doesn't look much like a 
desperado,” said the gentleman with the 
pencil to a rancher. 
“No; but he’s a hard case,” was the 
response, “and you can’t go much by ap­ 
pearances in this world.” 
ANOTHER CHARGE PROBABLE. 
Another thing cropped up during the 
day that will serve to militate cone de*- 
abiy against Fray. On Friday night tbe 
barn of Mr. W. Jenkens, of Castaca, was 
burned to the ground and forty tons of 
hay and a number of valuable miniue 
implements consumed in the flames. It 
is, to say the leaBt, a strange coincidence 
that Fray passed the spot on his way to 
Newhall at the hour the conflagration 
occurred, and furthermore he is not 
friendly with Jenkens and is an associate 
of that gentleman’s enemies. When 
questioned by Jenkens as to when he 
passed the place he first said Thursday, 
but later on, seeing that prevarication 
was useless he acknowledged that it was 
on Friday evening. Mr. Jenkens is the 
man who met Fray a couple of weeks 
ago in the mountains just after that indi­ 
vidual had received a good drubbing at 
the hands of Crane. 
“Where are you off to?” said Jenkens, 
noting that Fray was traveling south. 
“I am goiug to Los Angeles to get a 
new shotgun,” was tho answer, “and 
then I am coming hack 
TO KUL CRANE.” 
It has been attempted by one or two 
envious journals to make out that the 
H e r a l d ’s reports regarding the Fray 
affair have been greatly exaggerated, hut 
that this is not the case can be proved by 
any one from that portion of the coun­ 
try. There are few who will question a 
statement made by Mr. Jenkens, of Cas­ 
taca, for that gentleman has, during a 
residence there of a number of years, 
during which time he has been interested 
in the mining industries of that place, 
made for himself a reputation for truth 
and honesty that might well be envied 
“There is no use talking, there is a 
hard set up in those hills,” he said yes­ 
terday afternoon to a H e r a l d man as he 
pointed to the massive mountains to the 
north, in which Fray had his lair. “Quite 
a number of them are Mormons who have 
been driven out of Utah, and think that 
on this coast they have an opportunity 
for carrying out their nefarious practices. 
I can mention their names to you if you 
desire them.” and as the scribe willing­ 
ly nodded, Mr. Jenkens proceeded: 
“There are the Chromicles’ and Morri­ 
sons’, that participated in the Mountain 
Meadow massacre; the Marbles’, Rhodes’ 
Gardner’s and a host of others. When 
they want a thing they usually go and 
take it, that is unless they think 
that 
the 
man 
who owns 
it 
has a chance of getting away with them, 
and if so, thov leave it alone, for they 
ate cowards at heart. This is well evi­ 
denced by the action of Fray in this 
matter, and be was an active member in 
their claiUL They have threatened to 
burn my place down lime and again, 
but up till last Friday they had not dared 
to do it, and would not then but I was 
away from home. The reason why I 
think P'ray fired my building is on ac­ 
count of the tracks left by the man who 
did it. Did you notice Fray’s feet? If 
not, go over and look at them. There is 
not a man in the country with feet such 
as he has, and the tracks about my place 
where the firebug climbed over the 
barbed wire fence and came to the barn 
correspond with an imprint such as his 
boota would make. 
There are also 
horses’ tracks in the road, and P'ray says 
that it was in this manner he traveled tg 
Newhall.” 
BACK TO J aH . 
At 5 :2 0 p . m ., the whistle of the ap­ 
proaching south-bound locomotive was 
heard and two minutes later its load of 
cars was halted at the depot. 
“ Come on,” said Magee to Fray and 
pushing hia handcuffed prisoner before 
him tbe cars were mounted, Rony Crane 
following a few feet in the rear. Consid­ 
erable excitement prevailed on the train 
when it was noised about that the bandit 
was one of the passengers aud numbers 
strolled through the car in which he was 
seated just for the purpose of obtaining a 
glimpse of the man whose name has been 
in everbody’s mouth during the past few 
days. He seems determined to convey 
the idea that ho is perfectly happy for 
during the whole journey he sat with an 
unnatural smile on his face, a thing 
which a sensible man appreciating his 
position would scarcely be inclined to do. 
Probably it was a little bit of acting 
to convey the idea that he is a desperado 
of the first water, a character which it 
has been his ambition to sustain since 
he first ran away from home. Rony 
Crane did not sit in the same car or else 
the smile might not have been so lumin­ 
ous, for P'ray has that dread of the man 
he lias ruined which a coward feels when 
he is in the presence of a man who is 
liable to thrash him. Poor Ronv, left 
without home and clothes and robbed of 
the treasures of a lifetime, was much 
pitied by all on the train, for although 
he has a regular frontier style and ap­ 
pearance, those who know him know 
that he would lay down his life to defend 
a friend. Punctually at 7 p. m. the depot 
on San F'ernando street was reached and 
amidst another curious assemblage of on­ 
lookers Fray was marched out and con­ 
veyed to the County Jail, where he will 
remain until Saturday next, the day of 
his examination at Newhall. 
A VERY BAD RECORD. 
In addition to the fact that he has been 
in prison on the charge of being an ac­ 
complice of Black Bart in the Tuolumne 
stage robbery, the following particulars 
regarding his history have Been brought 
to light: 
He had a good, honest German father, 
who was a ship-carpenter, and worked 
for the Government at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. Ilia mother was a native of 
Maine. Young Fray or Frahm was born 
in that State. 
For one or two minor offenses at Valle­ 
jo, Frahm received but light punish­ 
ment, and it was not until his arrival at 
San Francisco some years after that he 
developed as a criminal and inherited 
tbe notice of the police. 
The Chinese riots in Julv, 1877, in 
that city, brought to the surface a num­ 
ber of men who, since that time, have 
been under surveillance. Prominent 
among them was F'rahm. He was the 


leader of a gang of hoodlums 
who made 
a 
desperate asBaalt 
on the police during the bumisg 
of the Beale-street-wharf property ím 
that month. 
The mob under Frahm 
charged with clubs, stones and other 
deadly weapons upon the Citizens Safety 
Committee and made a desperate on­ 
slaught on Gen. H. A. Cobb’s legion of 
100 minute men. 
In the melee Gea. 
Cobb was struck in th) knee by a cotb’e- 
stone and so severely^njured that he was 
in danger at one time of losing his leg. 
rri8tam Burgess saw the missile thrown 
and recognized Frahm as the culprit. 
F or this offeose Frahm was tried before 
Judge Blake and prosecuted by the then 
District Attorney, D. J. Morphy. The 
jury, on account of Fralim’s parents, re­ 
commended him to the clemency of the 
Court, and he received a short sentence 
in the County Jail only. 
CAGRD AGAIN. 
In the latter part of 1879, Detective 
Bainbridge, 
who was 
in 
Santa 
Rosa, attending the trial of Staley and 
Hodgkins, the fire bugs who had burned 
numerous dwellings in that city, saw 
Frahm in the County Jail there and had 
a conversation with him. He noticed 
that F'rahm was the style of man that 
looked and talked as though he would 
be ambitious to be classified as an out­ 
law and a bad man, but the detective 
was of the impression that he would 
never arrive at that distinction except by 
accident. F'rahm was then known to 
the Santa Rosa authorities as “Bloom­ 
field Jack,” and was awaiting trial for 
assault with a deadly weapon. As usual 
Frahm got off with a light sentence, re­ 
ceiving this time a six months’ term in 
the County Jail. 
Later on he was convicted of grand 
larceny and of burglary, for which he got 
a five years’ sentence, but was pardoned 
after serving two years only. 
Mrs. Melville, the variety actress, who 
recently charged a colored porter of the 
Pullman palace cars with felonioua 
assault, of which he was acquitted, was 
formerly known as Ida Frahm, and is 
the outlaw’s sister. 
HIS LITTLE JOKE. 
Streaks of originality are generally ob­ 
served in men of this class and a rather 
humorous vein has been developed in 
P'ray, as was evidenced during a conver­ 
sation with a H e r a l d man daring the 
course of the afternoon. 
When asked 
what he intended to do if by any chance 
he got clear, he replied: “ Well, I’ll run 
a panorama throughout the State or else 
hire out to a dime museum as‘Frank 
Fray, the reformed baudit.’ I think 
there would be money in it for a time aa 
I’ve been pretty well advertised through­ 
out the State.” 
AN EJECTMEST SUIT. 
An Im p o rtan t D ecision by J u d ge 
H u tton Y esterday. 
A judgment was rendered yesterday 
in Judge Hutton’s Court in the case of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad vs. Wesley 
Coble. The action in which the decision 
was given was in the nature of an eject­ 
ment for the northwestern quarter sec­ 
tion of township 1, range 9 west, San 
Bernardino B. and M. The plaintiff al­ 
leged that the defendant had wrongfully 
taken possession on January 1, 1885, and 
claimed 
damages 
in 
the sum 
of $1000. The complaint was filed 
November 6, 1886. The defendant 
alleged that on June 2 9 tb , 1888, he being 
properly qualified to institute a claim to 
government land of one hundred and 
sixty acres on a homestead entry filed a 
claim with the local office to this piece 
of land which was refused. It was ap­ 
pealed and a decision was finally given 
by the Secretary of the Interior estab­ 
lishing his claim. This was on P'ebruary 
17th, 1888. The value of the land waa 
$2.50 an acre. It appears in the decision 
that a claim of the Atlantic and Pacific 
roads overtops that of the Southern Pa­ 
cific. The terms of the decision are: “It 
was the intention of Congress in making 
the graqt to the Southern Pacific rail­ 
road Co make none which would interfere 
with the grant to the Atlantic and Pacific, 
that the claim reserving all rights present 
and prospective of the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific haa the effect not only to ex­ 
cept from the grant to the South­ 
ern Pacific lands 
which 
might 
fall 
within 
the 
granted 
limits 
of the grant to the Atlantic and Pacific, 
but also those lands which should b9 sit­ 
uated within the indemnity limits of such 
grant to the Atlantic and Pacific. 
The final judgment rendered by Judge 
Hutton is “that the lands in dispute are 
within the indemnity limits of the grant 
to the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad and 
are excepted from the grant to the South­ 
ern Pacific. 
That the defendant is en­ 
titled to judgment aud all costs of hie 
(the defendant’s) suit.” 
TOOK POISON. 
A P lasterer F ound Senseless In B lett 
A lley. 
A few minutes after8 o’clock last night 
Officer Gilbert found what he thought 
was a drunken man aBleep in Mott alley, 
but his efforts failed to wake >>ing up. 
An express wagon was pressed into ser­ 
vice, and the man was taken tothepolic« 
station, where it was found that his name 
was Ben Ellison, and that he was a plas­ 
terer by occupation. There was no smell 
of liquor upon him, and his stupor 
was such as to lead to the belief 
that something other than drunken­ 
ness was the matter with him. The 
police surgeon was summoned and he 
determined that Ellison was suffering 
from some form of morphine poisoning. 
There seemed to be no way of rousing 
the man, and at a late hour this morning 
although still alive it was thought he 
would not recover his senses. It was 
stated that he had boon indulging heavi­ 
ly in liquor of late, but whether he took 
the poison with suicidal intent or not 
could not be determined. 
A BROKEN LEG.

Mayor Workman in a message called 
attention to the case of Mrs. Watson, 
who had devoted her time and money to 
the service of the city and said that she 
ought to be remunerated by the city and 
th at her name should be placed on the 
pay-rolls of the city. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh moved that she be em­ 
ployed by the city at a salary of $60 per 


Captain Barrett opposed the motion on 
the ground that others in charge of char­ 
itable institutions were not to be placed 
OQ the pay rolls. The motion to em­ 
ploy her as a Matron of Charity was lost 
by a vote of nine to three. 
Captain Barrett said he was willing to 
vote for her appointment if she were 
placed outsside of the control of the Police 
C o m m is s io n , but his amendment to this 
Affect was lost. 
Mayor Workman presented the follow­ 
ing message, which was referred to the 
Hoard of Public Works: 
Gentlemen:—I am constantly in re­ 
ceipt of correspondence from all parts of 
the city in regard to the high rate at 
which contracts for street grading are let. 
In a number of instances the bid of 
only one contractor has been received, 
and the contract awarded him, which, 
although it may be perfectly regular, is 
certainly not in the line of public bene­ 
fit. It seems to me that your honorable 
body, having the power, should reject 
all Bingle bids, and that all apparently 
inordinate bids 
be 
carefully scruti­ 
nized before the contract is awarded. 
Probably this course would have a ten­ 
dency to increase competition, and, if the 
bids are honest, to reduce the excessive 
prices now being charged for grading. 
With a further view to protecting citi­ 
zens against excessive prices, I beg of 
your honorable body that you instruct 
the City Engineer to furnish a profile 
showing the cuts axd fills figured out in 
feet and inches, and careful estimates of 
the probable cost of every projected 
mece of grading under section 3 of the 
Vrooman act, which reads: 
“ Before 
passing any resolution for the construc­ 
tion of said improvements, plans and 
specifications and careful estimates of the 
ooet and expenses thereof shall be fur­ 
nished to said City Council, if required 
by it, by the City Engineer of said city.” 
Chief Cuddy rej»orted the collection of 
$217.10 delinquent licenses. Referred to 
the Finance Committee. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works as published on Saturday was ad- 
adopted. 
The Zanja Committee asked power to 
act in the matter oi the petition of R. 
Zeilner and Geo. Cummings to pipe 
«mTin»n 8, R and 7. 
Granted. 
Recom­ 
mended that the contract with Frick 
Bros, to pipe a zanja Jat Eighth and San 
Pedro streets be recinded. 
Carried. 
Captain Barrett moved that the resolu­ 
tion to pave Fort street between Temple 
mnd Seventh streets be reconsidered and 
that a resolution to pave between Tem­ 
ple and Sixth be adopted. 
Carried. 
The Fire Commissioners referred to 
the Council a petition from Eugene Ger­ 
main to erect a green-house on Fourth 
and Loe Angeles streets. Granted. Also 
recommended that the City Water Com­ 
pany be required to furnish water to the 
citizens residing between Downey avenue 
and Mission road and to lay mains not 
leea than 4 inches in diameter. Referred 
to the Water Committee and City At­ 
torney.

The Finance Committee recommended 
that the police force be limited to seventy 
officers. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh moved that the force 
he reduced to sixty-nine men and that 
Mrs. Watson be placed on the force as 
matron at $00 per month.

Mr. Hanley moved that the City At­ 
torney draw up a resolution to grade 
Chestnut stree thunder the Vrooman Act. 
Carried. 
Mr. Hanley moved that some person 
he employed to look up the titles of lands 
supposed to belong to the city, so that 
if necessary the City Attorney can com­ 
mence suit. Mr. Teed was added to the 
Land Committee. 
The City Engineer reported in the 
matter of the extension of the north line 
of Seventh street, recommending that 
the ordinance be changed so that the line

Foy. 
Mr. Book called attention to the fact 
that there was no money to pay the 
salaries of some of the employees, and 
that these employees had to cash their 
warrants at a discount.

A petition relative to the changing of 
the grade of Bellevue avenue was re­ 
ferred to the City Surveyor. 
The following communication from 
Justice King was read, and on motion of 
Mr. Chandler was ordered returned to 
him. 
G e n t l e m e n : 
As City Justice of the 
City of Los Angeles, I have, during the 
month of July, 1888, collected as fines 
and penalties for amounts due the city 
for cases tried under the State laws and 
for violation of city ordinances the sum 
of $435. 
Under the provisions of section 
10 of the C. P. Code of California, it is 
my duty to make a report to the City 
Treasurer. On a former occasion when 
an amount of money so collected by me 
was 
under consideration, one of the 
most distinguished of the 
statesmen 
composing your body (for reasons not 
necessary here to state) made the com­ 
ment that the money so called be return­ 
ed to me. As the money was not re­ 
turned nor any disposition made of the 
motion, so far as I know of, I find it my 
duty in this state of uncertainty to ask 
you, in all humility and reverence for 
the 
august 
position 
you 
as 
a 
legislative 
body having power 
and 
authority to repeal statutes duly passed 
by the Legislature and approved by the 
Governor, and to sit in judgment on and 
reverse the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the State of California, what I 
shall or may do with the money now in 
my hands belonging to the city? If I 
were permitted to make suggestions 
I which I am not), I might suggest it be 
distributed among the charitable insti­ 
tutions of the city, every one of which, 1 
am informed, would gladly receipt for 
their moiety. It might be used as a fund 
to employ legal counsel in the case of 
myself against your august body, in which 
a petition is filed, praying for a writ of 
mandate compelling you, etc., in which 
your City Attorney gravely and learned­ 
ly files an answer sworn to by the dis­ 
tinguished statesman who presides over 
your body as president thereof, praying 
that 
the 
writ 
of 
injunction 
in 
this case be dismissed. 
Of course if the 
City Attorney, by whom the statesman 
can be advised, does not know the legal 
difference between mandate and injunc­ 
tion, the statesmen are entitled to the 
charitable consideration of the body poli­ 
tic ; hence the suggestion that the money 
might be used in some of the modes 
above indicated. 
Of course, there are 
other purposes to which this particular 
money might be applied. 
It might be 
used for the fitting up of a courtroom, or 
the payment of a judge’s salary, or set 
apart as a contingent campaign fund for 
ambitious statesmen; bul in absence, 
gentlemen, of further suggestions as to 
its use, I respectfully submit that the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
when fully advised by the City Attorney, 
is equal to the situation. 
In the mean­ 
time please advise me what to do with 
the money. 
Captain Barrett moved that Mr. Fer­ 
guson be allowed to pave Main street in 
front of his property with a boulder foun­ 
dation. Carried.

Mr. Lovell moved that no more prima­ 
ry elections be held in the engine house 
on Main street. 
Captain Barrett moved to amend that 
no primary elections or political meet­ 
ings be held on any city property. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh amended so as to in­ 
clude saloons. 
Amendments accepted 
and motion carried. 
Captain Barrett moved that political 
clubs be allowed to hang no banners 
across the streets lower than twenty feet 
from the street. Carried. 


TUK BRIDGE MATTER. 
The Bridge Committee recommended 
that plans for a bridge across the river 
at Downey avenue be selected from the 
plans of the California Bridge Co.; that 
if the Santa Fe Co. gives $25,000 to be 
apportioned $10,000 for the Downey 
avenue elevated bridge 
and $15,000 
for the First 
Btreet 
elevated bride, 
and 
the 
cable 
railroad 
gives 
$18,000 
for Downey 
avenue 
and 
$22,000 for the First street bridge, the 
committee recommended the building of 
an elevated bridge over Downey avenue 
in accordance with the plans of the Cali­ 
fornia Bridge Company, with the minor 
details to conform to the requirements of 
the City Surveyor. That the City Clerk 
be instructed to advertise for a viaduct 
bridge across First street similar to that 
recommended for Downey avenue and 
the removal of the First street bridge to 
Ninth street; also for bids for a bridge 
across the river at Seventh street of a 
width to be designated by the City Sur­ 
veyor; that in the apportionment of the 
tax levy $70,000 be set aside for a bridge 
fund to build bridges at Downey avenue, 
First street, seventh street and Ninth 
street; that $30,000 be set aside for the 
Downey avenue bridge. $28,000 for the 
First street bridge ana $12,000 for the 
Seventh and Ninth street bridges. The 
committee believed that with the bridge 
at First street being removed to either 
Seventh or Ninth street and the amount 
of private donations, this action would 
cause the cQoopletion of all the bridges 
petitioned for. 
Captain Barrett received a letter from 
Mr. J. F. Crank of the Los Angeles Ca­ 
ble Rail Road Company agreeing to pay 
$40,000 toward the construction of the 
First street and Downey avenue bridges. 
He also reported that the Santa Fe Com­ 
pany had agreed to pay $25,000 toward 
the bridges named. He moved that the 
report be adopted. 
Carried, and the 
City Attorney was instructed to draw up 
a contract for the Downey avenue bridge 
at $58,600 and have it ready at the next 
meeting of the Council. 
The matter of paying salary demands 
was referred to the City Attornoy to see 
if the money could not be borrowed by 
the City at a low rate of interest. 
On motion of Mr. Gibbs the supplying 
of the Plaza with seats was referred to 
the Park Committee. 
The matter of purchasing a piece of 
land for the Hay market was referred to 
the Land Committee. 
An ordinance calling a special election 
for the issuance of bonds amounting to 
$300,000, for the 
outfall sewer, was 
read. 
Mr. Lovell asked that the ordinance 
be referred to the Sewer Committee. 
He had a theory that might be put in 
practice if time was given to present it. 
Mr. Book said that theories were very 
well, but the people wanted practice now. 
They had become tired of theories. 
Messrs. Bosbyshell, Gibbs and Sinsa­ 
baugh agreed that the time had come to 
work and not to refer to committees, but 
Dr. Sinsabaugh weakened and moved to 
postpone for one week. Carried. 
Mr. Hanley moved that the contrac­ 
tors for the paving of Main street be cited 
to appear before tne Council and explain 
why they do not go ahead with the work. 
Carried. 
The following petitions were received 
and referred to the proper committees: 
From G. W. Morgan et al., asking that a 
franchise be panted for an electric rail­ 
road from Frauklin and New High to 
Pasadena; Mr T. Mooney et al., to have 
Pearl street graded from Bellevue avenue 
to New Depot street; Julias Lyons, pro­ 
testing against the proposed grade on 
Bellevue avenue, between east Edgeware 
road and west Edgeware road, and to 


stablish the grade of Waters street from 
Bellevue avenue to Temple street; W. H 
Tavlor et al.,to grade Hope street be 
tween Second and Fifth ; T. B. Bryan etal. 
protesting against the laving of cement 
curbing and sidewalk on Figueroa street; 
P. N. Pauly to lay a cement pavement 
on Wall street; Joseph Stolten et al.. 
protesting against the payment of money 
to E. C. Burlingame for grading Griffin 
avenue; F. M. King et al., claiming 
damages by blasting 
operations 
on 
Ingraham street amounting to $825; 
PlataFina Club to hang a banner on the 
street; Nathan Cole, Jr., asking for a 
franchise for an electric railroad from 
Franklin and New High to Pasadena. 


THE LUCAS CASE. 


T estim on y for th e P rosecu tion S till 
B eing T a k en . 
In the trial of A. J. Lucas for receiving 
stolen goods the day was spent over the 
testimony of Detective Harris. He told 
the story of how he had learned from 
Elton, after his arrest, of the nefaiious 
partnership which existed between him 
and Lucas. Obtaining a search warrant 
tie went in company with Detectivep 
Metzler and Whipple to Lucas’ office ami 
searched for the property which Elton 
had described as having been stolen by 
him and turned over to Lucas for safe­ 
keeping and subsequent sale. 
Lucas 
declared that the articles would be found 
in the safe marked “stolen property,” 
but when discovered they bore no such 
mark. They then drove to tLe residence 
of Lucas and found his wife there and 
some other lady. Lucas sent a letter by 
them warning her 
against resisting 
the search. 
She 
produced 
various 
specified articles, declaring that El­ 
ton had given them 
to her. 
The 
witness in company with Detective Metz­ 
ler had taken Elton from jail, and after 
conducting him to Lucas’ office so that he 
could get his bearings, for he did not 
know the streets, they had visited with 
him a number of houses where he plied 
his trade as a sneak thief. 
The cross-examination was long and 
searching, but did not materi illy alter 
the framework of the narra ion. The 
Sheriff and the Justice of the Peace, who 
were concerned in the arrest and convic­ 
tion of Elton at San Rafael under the 
name of Georg® Moore, were r»l iced upon 
the stand by the defense, ana testified to 
that transaction. 
In his effort to clear himself Lucas has 
found it necessary to make a public as 
sault outside of the courtroom on the 
character of some of the witnesses for the 
prosecution, and to this undertaking a 
morning paper has given assistance by 
loaning ite columns for the publication 
of various letters. The scheme excited 
much unfavorable comment in police cir­ 
cles.

A M an Found Invencible U nder a 
W in d o w . 
Yesterday morning just about dawn 
Officer Bellue was snmmoned to a lodg­ 
ing house at 170 East First street to take 
care of a man who had apparently been 
subjected to some very rough treatment.

T b e S u i t A g a i n s t t h e I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
C o m p a n y o f M e x ic o . 
Judge Itosa yesterday rendered a de­ 
cision in the case of William Denton, of 
San Diego, against the International 
Company of Mexico, to recover the sum 
of $1,203,471.34, claimed to be due Den­ 
ton for surveys and maps of Lower C al­ 
ifornia. The plaintiff was represented 
by Hon. S. M. W hite and Denis & Low- 
enthral, and the decision was upon the 
motion of George Fuller, of San Diego, 
attorney for the defendant, to quash the 
service and abate the summons for waut 
of jurisdiction. 
Judge Ross holds that as the plaintiff, 
Denton, is a citizen of Mexico, he cannot, 
although he is a resident of this State, 
sue the International Company, which is 
a Connecticut corporation, in the Federal 
Courts in this S tate; but he can only sue 
th a t company in the Federal Courts in 
the State of Connecticut. 
There have 
been a score of decisions by various United 
States Circuit Courts upon different ques­ 
tions, arising under the jurisdictional act 
of Congress of March 3, 1887. but this is 
the first case in which the point now de­ 
cided has been raised. 
There was an 
early decision by Judge Field in the 
U nited States Circuit Court for the 
N orthern District of this State, in the 
case of the county of Yuba, California 
vs. The Pioneer Gold Mining Company, 
a Nevada corporation, in which he virtu­ 
ally held, that a citizen of the United 
States, a resident in this State, could 
not under the Act of March 3, 1887, sue 
a citizen of 
another 
State 
of the 
U nited States except in tbe State of the 
residence of the latter. 
But in a later 
case, Wilson vs. Western Union Tele- 
fraph Company in the same court, Judge 
ield reversed his former decision and 
held th at suit might be brought under the 
act, in the district of the residence of the 
party, where jurisdiction depended only 
on the fact that the controversy was be­ 
tween citizens of different S tates; and 
such is now the ruling which universally 
obtains in the U nited States Courts 
throughout the country. 
But it seems 
th at this does not apply to suits brought 
by an alien, and that such Buits can only 
be brought in the United States Courts in 
the district of which the defendant is an 
inhabitant.

From Saugus to the north boundary of 
the county 53.5 miles of poles, carrying 
four lines, one strung in each of the 
years 1877, 1881, 1884 and 1887. 
From Newhall along tbe highway to 
the west boundary of the county, 7 
miles of poles carrying one wire, built in 
1870 and rebuilt in 1877. 
From Los Angeles to Anaheim, 26.7 
miles of poles carrying two wires, built 
in 1875. 
From Anaheim to Santa Ana, 8 miles, 
one wire, strung upon poles belonging to 
the S. P. R. R .

An Oppressive Regime. 
Though from President Cleveland down 
the statement as to the attitude of the 
Democratic party on the tariff has been 
clear and explicit the Republicans in 
their desperation are making mortal 
efforts to falsify that position. The De­ 
mocracy have explicitly avowed their 
purpose to be, to so impose our customs 
duties as to give incidental protection to 
American labor. Mr. Cleveland, in his 
celebrated message, said that call it by 
what name you please as long as it is 
necessary to raise revenue to support the 
government by import duties they ought 
to be so imposed as to give protection to 
American 
manufactures. 
What the 
Democratic party is struggling to do is to 
so regulate these duties as to avoid those 
gross inequalities of the tariff which 
simply place the woikingmen at the 
mercy of the pampered manufacturer, 
and to give the latter in many 
branches the free raw 
material 
which will enable him to manufacture 
both for the home and foreign markets. 
The Republican party has always had a 
penchant for showering extravagant lar­ 
gesses upon special industries. During 
the war its tendency to do outrageous 
things in this line caused a great clamor, 
and it is only natural that, now that the 
war has been over for nearly a quarter of 
a century, this clamor should be re­ 
doubled and intensified. One of the 
scandalous things done by that party 
during the war was the imposition of 
sucha high tax upon salt that the Ononda­ 
ga Salt Company,in the State of New York, 
was enabled to clear eighty per cent, 
dividends on highly watered stock. 
Having more salt than it could dispose 
of in the United States it exported the 
staple largely to Canada, where the salt 
was sold at jast one-half the figure asked 
for it in this country. The statute book 
at that time was loaded up with such 
special and indefensible enactments, 
made for the benefit of a few; and, one 
by one, they were dropped from the 
notch of outrage to more reasonable 
figures. 
But still the statute book teems with 
colossal exactions. Iu a recent issue of 
the New York World we find the follow­ 
ing strong presentment of phases of the in­ 
justice of the existing tariff. That journal 
says: “The window glass manufacturers 
join in the cry of the other seventy-year- 
old 'infant industries’ that their business 
will be killed if the Mills bill is passed. 
“These gentlemen tax the sunlight in 
the people’s homes from 6S to 103 per 
cent, on every pane of glass that goes into 
a window. Many of them have become 
millionaires, while the wages of their 
workmen are 60 per cent less than they 
were in 1860. And yet when it is pro­ 
posed to abate by ever so little these 
enormous war duties the members of 
the ring cry out that it means 'ruin’ to 
them. 
“ It is the same story with all the bene­ 
ficiaries of this inflated system. One 
would think, to hear these outcries, that 
not a sheep can be raised, not a stick of 
timber cut, not a pound of salt made, 
not a yard of cloth woven, nota ton of 
iron manufactured and that the country 
would relapse into a nomadic state with 
anything less than a tariff of from 50 to 
100 per cent, to ‘protect’ us from countries 
three thousand miles away.

“It is an impeachment of American re­ 
sources, enterprise, skill and industry to 
put forth any such plea of national im­ 
potence. And it is time that some of 
these hoary ‘infants’ were put in the 
process of weaning to make them self­ 
supporting. ’ ’________ ______ 


He Fails to Nee It—Some Home 
Thrusts. 
The Republican leaders are encounter­ 
ing some unexpected difficulties in their 
attempt to make the people believe that 
the Democratic party has pronounced for 
free trade and embodied it iu the Mills 
b.ll. 
The Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Holyoke Republican 
Club recently addressed a communication 
to Mr. Arthur T. Lyman, Treasurer of 
the Hadley Thread Company, of 
Holyoke, as well as of the Lowell 
Manufacturing Company, of Lowell, ask­ 
ing a contribution from that gentleman 
towards the expenses of the Harrison 
and Morton campaign. Mr. Lyman 
utterly failed to see the necessity of his 
impoverishing himself in this man 
ner 
and _ wrote 
a long _ and 
luminous ""letter exposing the false­ 
hood of the Republican plan of 
campaign. 
In the course of his missive 
he asserts that the Home Market Club 
and the Woman’s Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciatioiiof Massachusetts have done great 
injury to the cause of true protection. He 
also severely arraigns the Republican 
members of the House from Massa­ 
chusetts for their obstructive and unpat­ 
riotic failure to co-operate with Mr. 
Mills in framing his bill, and winds up 
with the following striking and unan­ 
swerable remarks: 
The Democratic members of the Ways 
and Means Committee take broad, and 
on the whole, reasonable, views of the 
tariff question, and while, of course, they 
look at the interest of the United States 
as a whole, they do not ignore the fact 
that many great industries have gtown 
up in this country under the high duties 
made necessary by the War oí the Re­ 
bellion, and that it is only fair and 
proper that consideration should be paid 
to their existence and condition. Neither 
do they ignore the fact that the working 
people in the protected industries are 
very largely members of the Democratic 
party. 
Besides the consideration that my man­ 
ufacturing interests have been put at 
needless risk by the partisan action of 
the Republicans, I must also take into 
consideration the interests of the whole 
country, in which we are all involved, 
and I cannot feel it to be right to vote for 
anyone who can honestly stand on the 
Republican pla'form. Most of the Re­ 
publicans with whom I have spoken 
about it have told me that they have not 
read it. I can readily believe that it 
would be disagreeable reading to.Repub­ 
licans, who in the past have in all iion- 
6sty desired to have raw materials and 
food products on the free list. But the 
exigencies of practical politics have forced 
the party into a false position as regards 
the tariff, and into many unwise aud 
dangerous relations in regard to the do­ 
mestic and foreign affairs of the 
country. There is practically no party 
in this country in favor of free trade 
in any reasonable sense of the term, and 
it is as unfair to call the Mills bill a free 
trade bill as it is to say that the Repub­ 
licans are in favor of free drinking of 
whisky because the munufacturers of 
protected articles have several years Jin- 
sisted that all internal taxes should be 
taken off in order that it should be im 
possible to alter the duties on imports. 
tVhile the Mills bill is not a bill that 
wholly commends itself to me, it is cor­ 
rect, and for the interest of Massachu­ 
setts in many particulars, notably in the 
matter of free wool. Every manufactnr- 
ing country in the world of any conse- 
quence.except the United States,has wool 
on the free list. The position which the 
Republican party has taken makes it 
well for the country, as it seems to me, 
that it should not have the control of the 
Government for the next four years. 


When Harrison’s Chinese record was 
attacked, the first explanation offered 
was that he at last voted for the Page 
b‘Jl. He did not so vote. If any one 
wishes to controvert this statement, he 
should first read the Congressional Re­ 
cord at volume 13, page 4, part 3,412, 
where his name appears as one of the 
fifteen Senators who voted against that 
bill.

T he City Council yesterday did some 
practical work in the line of providing 
Los Angeles with bridges, long needed 
desiderata hereabouts. They have ac­ 
cepted the bids of the California Bridge 
Company to put up four bridges at an 
outlay ot $135,000. They will be elevated 
iron structures aud those at Downey 
avenue and First street will be 
provided with viaducts. The present 
First street bridge will be moved to 
Seventh, and substantially improved. 
A new bridge will be thrown across 
the river at Ninth street. The ex­ 
pense to the city of these needed im 
provements, will be reduced to $70,000, 
the California Southern Railroad contri­ 
buting $25,000 and the Cable Railroad 
Company $40,000, making $65,000 in all. 
This will be good news to most of our 
people aud it is to be hoped that the 
bridges will be completed before the 
winter rains. The Downey avenue bridge 
has already been condemned and the 
practical closing up of such an important 
means of communication with East Los 
Angeles, Pasadena and the San Gabriel 
Valley has been a very sensible incon­ 
venience to our people. 


T h e re has never been a more logical 
arraignment of a political organization 
than that of the Republican party by the 
Prohibitionists. The Temperance ele­ 
ment of the United States was insulted 
by the Chicago Convention in the Bou- 
telle resolution. It was infinitely weaker 
than those of the National liquor Deal 
ere’ Convention which met in the aara< 
city in October, 1886.

Resolved, That we most earnestly favor 
temperance and most Btrongly condemn 
intemperance. We recognize and admit 
the evils that result from the abuse of all 
kinds of liquors, and condemn in the 
strongest terms every place, by what­ 
ever name known, tuat encourages or 
permits this abuse. 
Now look upon this picture and then 
upon that. Any intelligent man (an see 
that the resolution of the Republican Na­ 
tional Convention is nothing bat a cheap 
plagarism of those of the National Liquor 
Dealers. The Republican leaders have 
added insalt to injnry, and they have en­ 
abled the grand old party to perform the 


graceful act of failing between two stools. 
They have outraged the Prohibitionists 
and disgusted the liberal sentiment of the 
country. Confronted by their double­ 
dealing they realize that they are between 
the devil and the deep blue f-ea. 


B o ltin g preachers who cannot stomach 
the Republican position are growing as 
thick as blackberries on a summer bush. 
Doctor Storrs, Dr. Colyer and their com­ 
rades in the East are being reinforced by 
others in the West. Dr. 8chaaf, pastor 
of the German Reformed Church, at 
Huntington, Indiana, will not vote for 
his brother elder, on the free whisky 
platform. He says: 
I am and have always been a Repub­ 
lican in principle, but I cannot endorse 
the platform of that party of this ytar. 
I am opposed to high protection and to 
the liquor plank, and, being well satis­ 
fied with President Cleveland’s course in 
the last three and a half years, and the 
Democratic platform comiDg nearer my 
ideas in the particulars mentioned, and 
nearer Republican principles as laid down 
and followed by the old leaders of that 
party, I shall vote the Democratic ticket 
this fall.

Convict and Foreign Con­ 
tract Labor. 


INTERESTING REVELATIONS. 


Death of Bartley Campbell-A Clever 
Forger Captured—Fiftieth 
Congress. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H e r a l d . I 
New Y o rk , July 30.—In the afternoon 
session of the Immigration Investigating 
Committee, John B. Dyer, Secretary of 
the Granite Cutters’ National Union, 
said he knew of stonecutters brought out 
here under contractjto work. One George 
Berry, acting for Gus Wilkie, a con­ 
tractor employed by a syndicate to bnild 
the new State capítol at Austin, Tex., 
had brought over a number of stone­ 
cutters under contract to work on that 
job. 
Witness had met them at Castle 
Garden, and three of the men were taken 
before the United States District Attor­ 
ney, but he refused to act and they were 
allowed to go to Austin. 
Seventy-eight 
men came over and fifty-five went to 
Texas. They came over in April, 1886. 
Witness produced an affidavit made by 
one of the men to which wras attached a 
copy of the circular given him by 
Wilkie’s agent in Aberdeen,Scotland,set­ 
ting forth the work to be done, the scale 
of prices to be paid for stone-cutters and 
blacksmiths, rates of board in Austin, 
manner of paying, etc. A hundred anil 
fifty granite-cutters were needed and a 
number of blacksmiths. Th^ circular 
stated also there was eighteen months 
work to cut enough stone for the build­ 
ing. Passage money was paid by the 
contractors, to be refunded out of the 
men’s first earnings. Dyer stated that 
when he found that he could not stop the 
men here he notified the Knights of 
Labor at Austin, and they now have a 
suit pending in the United States Court 
against the Capitol Syndicate under the 
Contract Labor Law. Witness said the 
Government furnished the contractors 
convict labor to quarry stone, and that 
the granite-cutters were asked by the 
quarrymen not to cut the granite which 
was 
quarried 
by convict labor, 
and then 
Wilkie 
sent over to 
Scotland for these men. 
He said 
Senator Farwell was the chief man 
of the syndicate, and Wilkie represents 
himself as acting for the syndicate. Wit­ 
ness would not swear Senator Farwell 
knew of Wilkie’s importing this contract 
labor. The State of Texas gave the syn­ 
dicate 3,000,000 acres of land and the 
labor of hve hundred convicts. 
David Dawson, one of the contract 
laborers brought by Berry was next 
sworn. He worked in Austin for the 
syndicate eighteen months. He under­ 
stood before be went there that Wilkie 
had convict labor on the job, but was 
told that the convicts would be taken off 
as soon as Wilkie could got enough free 
labor to do the work. On the contrary 
witness said Wilkie doubled the number 
of convicts. Wilkie paid witness $4 a 
day, and at his request witness wrote to 
a friend in Aberdeen, who on his assur­ 
ance that there was work for them, 
secured about fifteen others who came 
here anil were employed by Wilkie. 
Wilkie said it was a very common thing 
for people of Aberdeen to come here anil 
work during the summer and re­ 
turn home 
in 
winter. 
Witness 
said that he 
could make $2.75 
a day here, but in Aberdeen he could 
make only $1.25 a day. The skill labor­ 
ers who come over here for summer 
work are mostly stone-cutters. 
Jas. K. Anderson, an Aberdeen man, 
said he made $5.25 a week at his trade 
of stone-cutting in Scotland, bnt here he 
made $2.25 a day. He was asked no 
questions at Castle Garden when he 
landed here. 
Stanisaus M. Ledeochouski, a native 
of Russia Poland next swore that the 
Bremen, Hamburg and Antwerpt steam­ 
ship lines have agents there who per­ 
suade people to emigrate by means of 
most untrue representations; the most 
ignorant and poor classes are those who 
come here. The authorities rigidly en­ 
force the law compelling all emigrants 
crossing the frontier to show that they 
had sufficient money to carry them 
through. To meet this difficulty agents 
furnish emigrants with bogus exchange 
drafts which they show at the frontier, 
and which are taken up again as soon 
as they have crossed. 
FIFTIETH CONGHE88. 
Public Irrigation for the Arid [Re­ 
gion*—Senate Proceeding*. 
W ashington, July 30.—-The Sundry 
Civil bill was before the Senate to-day, 
and Bowen offered an amendment ap­ 
propriating $250,000 for the purpose of in­ 
vestigating the extent to which the arid 
region of the United Statefa can be re­ 
deemed by irrigation. He briefly ad­ 
dressed the Senate in support of the 
amendment. 
Allison thought this appropriation to 
be but the entering wedge to much larger 
sums yet to be appropriated before such 
work can be accomplished. 
Teller favored the amendment. 
Plumb opposed it, and said the measure 
was conceived in utter disregard of the 
riparian rights of those who dwelt on the 
Platte, Arkansas and Mississippi rivers. 
He saw in it the means of speculation in 
the public domain. This proposition was 
SJppqrted by Stewart, Voorhees and 
Call.Beck said the effort of the survey would 
be in the interest of speculators. 
Teller denied this, saying it was in the 
interest of the great toiling masses who 
lived on farms* and in the interest of the 
nation. He moved to add (he following 
words to the amendment: “And as fast 
as sites for reservoirs shall be designated, 
snch sites shall be in a state of reserva­ 
tion until the President of the United 
Slates shall otherwise order,” and th9 
motion was agreed to. 
After some further discussion, Reagan 
offered as a substitute for Teller’s amend­ 
ment to the amendment, the following 
(which was agreed to): “And all lands 
which may be designated for reservoirs 
and canals for irrigation, shall be re­ 
served as the property of the United 
States, and shall not be subject to entry 
or settlement until hereafter provided for 
by law.” 
Finally the discussion closed, and 
Bowen’s amendment as amended was 
agreed to; yeas 29, nays 18. Adjourned. 
There is good reason to believe that 
the Senate Select Committee on Pacific 
Railroads will to-morrow report the 
Onthwaite bill to the Senate, unani­ 
mously, favorably and without amend­ 
ments. 
The nomination of Surveyor General 
Irish is again before the Senate in secret 
session. He was rejected at the last ses­ 
sion on the ground that be was appointed 
from Iowa to office in Nevada. He was 
re-appointed, however, at the end of the 
session snd is still serving, having, his 


irionds claim, made a good record for 
himself. He is renominated this session 
and from Nevada, hut is objected on the 
ground that he is really from Iowa. His 
nomination is reported favorably from 
the Committee, however, anil he is un­ 
derstood to have won to his Bupport quite 
a strong sentiment in Nevada. 
IIOU8R PROCEEDINGS. 
The House to-day went into Commit­ 
tee of the Whole on the Deficiency Ap­ 
propriation bill. On motion of Voor­ 
hees, of Washington Territory, an 
amendment was adopted appropriating 
$120,000 for the completion of the pub­ 
lic building át Port Townsend. 
The Committee rose, leaving the Ap­ 
propriation bill pending, aud the House 
soon adjourned. 
NEW BILLS. 
Chairman Holman of the Committee 
on Public Lands, to-day introduced in 
the House a bill to set apart a tract of 
land in New Mexico adjoining the 
Cochite Indian reservation as a public 
reservation, on account of its archologi 
cal remains. 
McAdoo introduced in the House to­ 
day in reference to the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, a joint resolu­ 
tion calling for details and informa­ 
tion from our Consuls in foreign 
countries, relative to emigration int) 
the United States. Snowden reported 
to-day a bill appropriating $70,000 for a 
public building at Allentown, Pa. The 
report says the bill is intended to meet 
the President’s objections, and Senator 
Mitchell to-day introduced a number of 
proposed amendments to the bill passed 
by the House to provide for an adjudica­ 
tion and payment of Indian depredation 
claims. The effect of these amendments 
is to make less stringent the provisions 
of the bill relative to the presentation of 
claims to the court authorized by the bill 
A LIE NAILED. 
A Di uvcr lltialnca* Man’* Honor 
Hrdcemed. 
C h ic a g o, July 30.—Geo. F. Wilson, 
concerniu whom a dispatch from 
Denver 
was 
widely 
published 
Saturday last is here. 
He denies 
the rumor that he has been miseing, 
that he has left his partners deeply 
involved on his account, that he brought 
away srom there any large sum of money, 
or that he has been guilty of any irreg­ 
ular transactions of any kind. On the 
contrary he says that he has been regis­ 
tered at the Palmer House in this city for 
three weeks past, and been in daily nego­ 
tiations with leading men here, and 
had about made arrangements for se 
curing enough capital to take up the out­ 
standing indebtedness here. Moreover 
he said he has been in frequent com­ 
munication with Lower, his partner in 
that place, who Wilson says, is now also 
here, and who has telegraphed back to 
Denver requesting the papers there to 
deny over his signature all the state­ 
ments representing Wilson as having 
avoided him or having been guilty of 
any improper business transactions in 
which he is concerned. 
CAUGHT AT L 4 ST. 
A Clever Forger’* Career aud HI* 
Capture. 
C h ic a g o, July 30.—The arrest was an­ 
nounced in Portland, Ore., of Jas. If. 
Porter, aud this revives the story of his 
crime. In February, 1886, while in the 
employ of President Fowler, of the An­ 
glo-American Packing Company, Porter 
forged the name of his employer to 
three checks averaging $4000,and cashed 
them at the First National Bank of Chi­ 
cago. He threw the officers off his 
track by pretending to go to Montreal, 
when really he went to Colon, Central 
America, via New Orleans, after having 
sent his family to Portland. After spend 
ing his money he returned to his family, 
when he was arrested at the instance of 
a detective agency. He is on his way 
here. 
THE CABLE TRUST. 


S an F r a n c isc o, July 30.—The various 
cable companies having entered into an 
agreement fixing the rates from New 
York to Europe at 25 cents a word, 
an advauce of 15 cents, an official of 
the Mackay-Bennett Cable Company 
said semi-officially, the advance in rates 
will go into effect as stated on September 
1st, with that line as well as others. It 
was intended to have fixed August 
15th as the day of change, but that 
arrangement was altered. 
By the 
Mackay-Bennett system the rates from 
this city to England and France 24 cents 
a work; that is, 12 cents from this Coast 
to New York and 12 cents across the At­ 
lantic. Under the new regulations the 
total charge will be 37 cents, the trans­ 
continental tariff remaining tbe same 
and a 13-cent raise being placed upon the 
cable service.

THE RAILROADS. 
The Santa Fe to Run On Rattle- 
Muuke Island. 
The fate of the Campbell Railroad 
which is located between Long Beach 
and Dead Man’s Island and known as 
the Long Beach and San Pedro Rjilroad, 
appears to be settled. Owing to its great 
commercial advantages, as it controls 
harbor facilities equal to those pos­ 
sessed by the Southern Pacific, it 
has always been a question into 
the hands of which of the great trans­ 
continental roads it would pass. Many 
thought that the Union Pacific would 
gain possession as it would be a splendid 
outlet for its Utah Central extension to 
Southern California, and others thought 
that the Missouri Pacific would eventual­ 
ly gobble it up, as that line has already 
Sot as far westward as Pueblo, and un- 
oubtedly means to ranch the Pacific 
some day. But all this time the Santa 
Fe was not asleep. It was just as alive 
to its own interests as it has been ever 
since it began extending its octupus-like 
arms over the country, and the first thing 
it did was to mako arrangements to run 
its trains over the line between this 
city and Alamitos Bay, which Gen­ 
eral 
Bouton projected some time 
ago and of which he is President, and 
James Campbell, General Manager. Af­ 
ter Mr. Campbell’s return from the East 
the Long Beach and San Pedro road was 
projected by the last named gentlemen, 
the line to connect with the terminus of 
the Alamitos Road and run through 
Long Beach to the San Pedro river, 
where it would 
cross over to 
Rattlesnake Island and run along that 
stretch of property and the land secured 
to deep-water at Deadman’s Island. 
Although the maps were filed and the 
right-of-way obtained, no construction of 
any description was commenced and it 
was plain to see that the proprietors of; 
the line were waiting to see which of the 
great roads was most anxious to 
obtain it and hold out the best induce­ 
ments for that privilege. It was stated 
on the streets yesterday that the Santa 
Fe had made the deal and that as soon 
as its new line to San Diego was com­ 
pleted, the laborers would be transferred 
to 
the 
Campbell 
Roads 
and 
at 
once 
complete 
them. 
If 
this 
statement 
is 
corroborated 
it means that the Santa Fe has aban­ 
doned San Diego, and it does look a little 
that way when one considers the recent 
removal of the offices from that place 
and National City to the headquarters 
here. This was only to be expected 
though, when one remembers that the 
entrepot of commerce must always be as 
near as possible to its distributing point 
and Sau Diego could certainly not claim 
that distinction. Tte Santa Fe will un­ 
doubtedly make things lively if they de­ 
cide to' make Rattlesnake Island their 
shipping headquarters for Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and as there is no other place 
with more advantages along this part of 
the coast, everything points to enormous 
improvements being commenced. 
A Breakdown. 
A slight accident happened yesterday 
to passenger train No. 19 which left this 
city for the East over the Southern Pa­ 
cific on Sunday night. While running 
between Pantano and Benson two cars 
broke loose, left the track, making a 
complete blockade. On information of 
the disaster the wrecking train was at 
once sent out from Tucson but the work 
to be done was heavy and the west­ 
bound passenger train was delayed four­ 
teen hours.

London, July 30.—The Commons went 
into committee on the bill to investigate 
the charges against 
Parnell. 
Sexton 
moved to increase the number of judges 
on the Commission to five. 
If it was to 
inquire into the whole .history of the 
National League, extending over nine 
years, three judges were not sufficient, 
unless the inquiry was limited. 
Matthews said the Government could 
not accept the amendment. There would 
be nothing gained .by increasing the 
number of judges. 
Sexton then reminded Matthews that 
the Commission dealt with charges for 
murder and outrage, and that everything 
might tarn upon the examination of wit­ 
nesses in New York and Australia. 
He 
had nothing to say against two of the 
Commissioners, but he was surprised at 
the nomination of Justice Day after his 
conduct during the inquiry of the Belfast 
riots. 
Anderson said he was astonished that 
the Government dared to propose a tri­ 
bunal that was to have power to appoint 
other Commissioners to take evidence 
abroad. 
Parnell urged the House to recollect 
that they wore discussing a proposal to 
provide a substitute for the jury. While 
in England a jury of twelve was always 
provided, it was proposed that the settle­ 
ment of thó important, far-reaching Irish 
issues which will be involved in the in­ 
quiry, was to depend on the verdict of 
two men. 
[Hear! Hear!] There was 
no precedent for such action. 
He denied 
that it was any favor to the members; 
on the contrary it was waiving their 
ordinary 
position 
as citizens 
in 
accepting the Commission. The lead­ 
ing London 
Conservative papers of 
to day had declared that the question 
was no longer as to his innocence or 
guilt, but as to the best means to prove 
him guilty. 
[Hear, hear.] 
Was he to 
be held responsible tor everything Pat­ 
rick Ford said or did in America, while 
the Government were not held respon­ 
sible for 
what 
their 
organs did? 
[Cheers.] 
The amendment was then voted down. 
Smith having proposed that the Commis­ 
sion coneist of Justices Hannan, Day 
and Smith. 
Labouchere protested against the selec­ 
tion of Justice Day. 
Smith said he believed the Judge’s 
name had the complete approval of the 
English bar and every body of judicial 
knowledge. 
Goschen explained that the Govern­ 
ment had selected these judges as non­ 
political parties whenever they had been 
in Parliament. 
He trusted the House 
would endorse this view. 
John Morley said he quite understood 
the Government’s difficulty in altering 
the composition of the Commission, but 
that made no difference. 
Nothing had 
been said against Justice Hannan and 
Smith. Regarding Justice Day he said 
he had received a letter from an abso 
lutely reliable source, from a gentleman 
having means of knowing Justice Day’s 
mind upon Irish affairs, and he had told 
Smith the name of his informant, who 
wrote that Justice Day was a man of the 
Seventeenth century in his views con­ 
cerning the Catholics. Like Torquemada, 
he was a Tory of the hitrh-flyer, non­ 
juror type. 
[Hear! Hear !] He nightly 
rails against Parnell and his friends. He 
regards them as infidels and rebels and 
lea astray by a Catholic nation. He be­ 
lieves them guilty of any crime. 
Morley 
said he would not publicly give the name 
of his informant, but he proved his good 
faith by telling Smith. Sure in the face 
of a feeling of that kind toward Justice 
Day, the Government would not retain 
him on a Commission against which 
there ought to be no whisper raised. 
H e must vote against the nomination. 
[Cheers.] 
Balfour held that Morley had gone too 
far to maintain any reticence about the 
writer of the letter. Justice Day had the 
right to ask the name of his tradncer. 
[Cheers.] 
Morley assured the House there was 
nothing sinister in his withholding the 
name of his coi respondent. The person 
in question was a colleague^ of Justice 


restrained by any judicial principles.” 
After nearly three hours of discussion, 
the amendment was rejected, ‘¿65 to 200. 
Reid (Liberal) proposed an amendment 
restricting the inquiry to accusations of 
complicity in murder or violence. 
Matthews reminded the House that 
the charges were not confined to com­ 
plicity in crime, but extended to com­ 
mendation and connivance. 
Chamberlain opposed the amendment. 
The object, he saia, was not to inquire 
into the Plan of Campaign or Boycotting, 
except so far as necessary to show com­ 
plicity in crime.

lawyer he ventured to say if the amend­ 
ment carried it would be impossible to 
inquire into the first letter which the 
Times attributed to Parnell, and it would 
shut out many of the Times’ charges. 
Parnell said he had not before had an 
opportunity to acknowledge the compli­ 
ments Chamberlain paid him on a re­

Chamberlain was, that before he was 
Minister, he was always anxious to put 
the Irish party forward to do work which

After 
he 
became 
Minister 
he 
was always most anxious to bstrav to the 
Irish party the secrets of the Cabinet, 
and to undermine their councils and 
plans 
in 
the interest of the Irish 
party. 
If inquiry was extended to these 
matters he would be able to make good 
his works by documentary and other evi­ 
dence that had not been forged. 
At this 
point the debate was adjourned.

The report says 
the Committee has particularly directed 
its inquiry into the m ethods and extent 
of the business done or controlled by the 
Sugar Trust and Standard Oil Trust. 
In 
subm itting testimony 
the 
Committee 
■calls the attention of the House to the 
form of organization of those two Trusts. 
Both of them are organized upon sub­ 
stantially the same plan. 
From the tes­ 
timony it appears that there exists a 
certain num ber of corporations organized 
under 
laws 
of the "different 
States 
and subject to their 
control; 
that 
these 
corporations 
have 
issued 
th e ir stock to various individuals, and 
th a t these individual stockholders have 
surrendered their stock to trustees named 
• in the agreement creating these trusts, 
an d accepted in lieu thereof, certificates 
issued by the trustees. 
The agreement 
provides that the various corporations 
whose 
stock 
is 
surrendered to the 
trustees should preserve their identity 
a n d carry on their business. 
I n the Sugar Trust the agreement 
provision is that the several corporations 
shall m aintain their separate organiza­ 
tion and each shall carry on and conduct 
its own business. 1 he trustees in both 
cases upon the stand 
as 
witnesses, 
specifically 
denied that the trustees 
a s 
such 
ever 
do 
any. 
other 
business than to receive and distribute 
•dividends and to hold the stock of the 
-various corporations and exercise the 
rig h t of the stockholders in such corpor­ 
ations. 
The care with which the trustees avoid 
m aking any agreem ent relating to com­ 
modities appears from the testimony as 
to the arrangem ent with the Oil Producers 
Association in the fall of 1887. 
The offi­ 
cers of the Producers’ Association testi­ 
fied th a t an agreement was then made 
w ith the Standard Oil Trust by which 
five million barrels of oil belonging to 
th e Standard Oil Trust was set apart for 
th e benefit of the Association, upon 
rite agreem ent to curtail the production 
■of crude oil to 17,000 barrels per diem. 
These witnesses undoubtedly understand 
th a t this was the arrangement with the 
trustees of the Standard Oil Trust, but a 
w ritten agreement was produced and is 
now in evidence and shows that it was 
«nade with and is signed by the Standard 
Oil Company, of New York, one of the 
-companies whose stock is held by the 
trustees, aud that the Standard Oil Trust, 
o r trustees thereof as such, are not par­ 
ties to it nor is either of them responsible 
lo r the carrying out of that agreement. 
T his form of combination was obviously 
devised for the purpose of relieving the 
frosts and trustees from the charge of 
any breach of conspiracy against the 
laws of the various States, or being a 
com bination to regulate or control the 
price of production of any commodity. 
The report also says: Complaint hav­ 
ing been made by citizens of the State of 
Hew York against the sugar trust, and 
one of the corporations whose stock it 
holds, the Attorney-General of that State 
directed prosecutions to be com­ 
m enced against that trust and the corpor­ 
ations complained of, upon the grounds 
which are Bet forth in an elaborate opin­ 
ion, which is submitted as part of the 
evidence in relation to that trust, and 
w hich contains a careful statem ent of the 
law of that State so far as it affords any 
rem edy against such trusts.
